SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  Selectmen  have  worked  primarily  on  tax  m.aps,  fire  protection 
and  Town  Hall  improvements  during  1978.     The  issue  of  tax  maps  will 
be  resolved  in  March  when  three  proposals  will  be  presented  for  towns- 
people to  choose  among  and  vote  on.    An  informational  meeting  was 
held  in  January  so  that  interested  townspeople  would  have  an  opportu- 
nity to  learn  what  tax  maps  are  and  why  we  need  one,  and  have  the 
chance  to  meet  at  least  one  of  the  tax  mappers  whose  proposals  will  be 
considered  at  Town  Meeting. 

While  the  Selectmen  met  with  the  Selectmen  of  Franconia  and  Sugar 
Hill  to  discuss  fire  protection,  the  Easton  Fire  Committee  looked  into 
our  town's  needs  and  assessed  our  capabilities  to  provide  fire  protection. 
Townspeople  who  volunteered  to  work  on  this  committee  included  Rob 
Richter,  Stan  Truman,  Chris  Jerome,  Pat  Coogan,  Wendell  Silver, 
Jim  Fox,  Ed  Gordon  and  Ray  Bilodeau. 

We  wish  to  thank  them  for  the  time  and  effort  they  spent  looking  into 
alternative  plans  and  coming  up  with  the  facts  of  what  we  can  and  cannot 
do  in  a  town  of  our  size.     Based  on  the  information  and  advice  which 
they  provided  us  and  our  talks  with  the  other  two  towns,  we  worked  out 
a  proposed  contract  among  the  three  towns  which  will  be  presented  at 
Town  Meetings  and  voted  on  by  the  townspeople  of  Easton,  Franconia 
and  Sugar  Hill. 

In  the  interest  of  keeping  our  town  beautiful,  lots  of  people  turned 
out  to  help  on  a  few  different  projects.    The  Conservation  Conmiission 
sponsored  a  roadside  clean-up  day  in  May  which  was  a  huge  success, 
and  the  Kinsman  Valley  Club  sponsored  a  potluck  supper  that  evening 
so  we  could   all  relax  and  enjoy  the  feeling  of  a  job  well  done. 

Later  in  the  summer  and  early  fall,  people  turned  out  to  put  a  new 
roof  on  the  back  part  of  the  Town  Hall.     The  crews  included  Doug 
Amsbary,  Bob  Glover,  Hank  Dane,  Jerry  Coogan,  Joel  McKenzie  and 
Tad  Glover.    The  men  worked  hard  on  the  roof,  the  Kinsman  Valley 
Club  fed  everyone,  and  the  job  was  completed  before  cold  weather  set 
in.    Jim  Fox  and  Tad  Glover  fixed  the  back  door  of  the  Town  Hall,  and 
Roger  and  Theresa  Glover  mowed  the  field.    We  saved  our  town  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  money  in  the  process,  and  we  all  enjoyed  the 
chance  to  work  together.    We  are  now  considering  drawing  up  a  Master 
Plan  for  the  Town  Hall  to  make  better  use  of  the  space  and  to  permit 
easier  access  for  the  elderly  and  the  handicapped. 

Finally,  we  are  pleased  to  report  that,  unlike  every  other  town  we 
have  heard  about  in  the  North  Country,  our  tax  rate  went  down  instead 
of  up  this  year.    We  hope  to  continue  in  this  fine  tradition.

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PLANNING  BOARD 


Unfortunately,  the  Easton  Planning  Board  was  not  very  active  during 
the  last  year.    The  major  reason  for  this  inactivity  was  the  vote  at  the 
1978  Town  Meeting  which  left  the  Planning  Board  without  the  authority 
to  review  proposed  subdivisions  in  Easton.    Under  state  law,  our  major 
responsibility  is  the  review  of  subdivisions,  along  with  the  preparation 
of  a  community  plan.    The  Town  Meeting  vote  caused  some  of  us  to 
feel  that  many  townspeople  questioned  the  credibility,  legitimacy  and 
need  for  a  Planning  Board.    As  a  result,  after  Town  Meeting  we  had 
only  one  meeting  to  approve  a  longstanding  subdivision. 

We  hope  that  the  opportunity  for  an  elected  Planning  Board  will  en- 
courage public- spirited  people  who  have  the  town's  berit  interests  at 
heart  to  run  for  the  board  and  to  revive  the  Planning  Board's  activities. 
We  have  a  beautiful  and  unique  quality  of  environment  here  in  Easton 
which  we  hope  can  be  preserved  while  still  providing  room  for  growth 
through  new  homes  and  buildings .    We  see  the  need  for  an  active 
Planning  Board  which  has  the  cooperation  and  trust  of  the  townspeople. 
We  hope  the  election  of  a  Planning  Board  will  enhance  its  credibility.

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BUILDING  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT 

There  were  10  applications  for  building  permits  during  the  past 
year;  all  were  approved.    One  permit  was  issued  for  a  new  dwelling 
and  the  remainder  were  alterations  or  accessory  structures. 

On  the  whole,  we  found  people  to  be  cooperative  and  understanding 
when  faced  with  the  necessity  of  obtaining  a  permit. 

One  problem  that  comes  up  fairly  often  is  the  building  of  woodsheds 
with  respect  to  Easton's  zoning.    We  have  researched  the  question  and 
concluded  that  all  structures  including  woodsheds  are  intended  to  be 
controlled  and  therefore  are  subject  to  setback  and  other  restrictions. 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  building  construction  codes,  partic- 
ularly those  which  have  a  bearing  on  fire  safety  and  the  health  of  the 
occupants.

Easton's  Centennial  Committee  was  formed  in  1972  to  plan  a  cele- 
bration for  the  town's  100th  birthday  in  1976.    Since  that  time,  the 
committee  has  remained  in  existence  to  receive  the  proceeds  from 
sales  of  the  town's  history.  Looking  Back  at  Easton.    Thanks  to  a 
grant  from  the  New  Hampshire  American  Revolution  Bicentennial 
Commission  and  matching  funds  from  the  town,  300  copies  were  orig- 
inally printed.    These  have  now  been  sold.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF  AND  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

For  more  than  80  years,  a  cooperative  effort  between  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  and  local  forest  fire  authorities  has  created  a  forest 
fire  prevention  and  suppression  program  that  is  recognized  as  supe- 
rior throughout  the  United  States. 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written  in  1895,  the  state  and 
local  community  governments  have  worked  together  to  prevent  and 
combat  forest  fires. 

Today,  249  forest  fire  wardens  and  more  than  1,  800  deputy  wardens 
are  appointed  every  three  years  by  the  State  Forester  to  work  with  the 
members  of  the  State  Forest  Fire  staff  in  this  effort.    State  funds  are 
used  to  pay  one-half  the  cost  of  forest  fire  suppression  costs  incurred 
by  local  forest  fire  organizations,  within  pay  rates  established  by  the 
Governor  and  Council.    State  funds  matched  by  local  funds  are  used  to 
purchase  hand  tools  to  suppress  forest  fires,  to  train  local  forest  fire 
crews  and  in  forest  fire  prevention  work. 

All  outside  burning,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  is 
permitted  only  after  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  your  local 
Forest  Fire  Warden.    Penalty  for  burning  without  a  permit  when  one 
is  required  is  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  a  fine  up  to  $1,000  or  a 
jail  term  of  up  to  one  year  or  both.
